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Federal, provincial 

governments receive poor grades for 

protecting wildlife

VICTORIA (CUP) -Canada's efforts 
to protect endangered species are a dis- 
mal failure, according to a report card 
released last week by the Endangered 
Species Coalition. 

The federal government and the 
governments of British Columbia, New- 
foundland, Nova Scotia, PEI and the 
territories all received a failing grade 
from the Ottawa-based coalition. Mani- 
toba scored highest with a C. 

The mark is not an evaluation of 
a government's overall performance with 
respect to protecting endangered spe- 
cies, but is rather a reflection of whether 
there is adequate legislation in place to 
fulfill the National Accord For the Pro- 
tection of Species at Risk. The accord 
was signed by the federal, provincial, 
and territorial wildlife ministers last 
October. It commits the governments to 
developing legislation that enable it to 
meet 14 specific criteria for effectively 
protecting endangered species. 

"A passing grade means there is 
legislation in place that fulfills the na- 
tional accord," Catherine Austen of the 
Canadian Nature Federation in Ottawa, 
said. 

According to Austen, Manitoba, 
Ontario, Quebec and New Brunswick 
all have some such legislation in place. 
Unfortunately, she said, that legislation 
is lacking in key areas. These provinces' 
marks ranged from C- to C. PEI and 
Nova Scotia both have legislation in the 
works which would raise their marks 
from a failing grade into the C range. If 
Nova Scotia implements required habi- 
tat protection, as the coalition hopes it 
will, its 

mark could exceed the national high of 
Manitoba. But the coalition's report 
was likened in a negative light to the 
Maclean's magazine ranking of Cana- 
dian universities by Nova Scotia wild- 
life department spokesperson Mark 
Elderkin. 

We looked at the material the 
coalition used and it was our opinion 
there were additional factors which were 
not included," he said. 

Elderkin says the coalition's cri- 



teria were accurate, but it was not 
considered within the context of 
other legislation. He did not say 
when Nova Scotia's new legisla- 
tion might be ready, nor if it will 
include the habitat protection 
measures requested by the coali- 
tion. 

Canada's failing grade is 
particularly embarrassing, Austen 
says, because Montreal recently 
became home to the United Na- 
tions Biodiversity Secretariat."It 
reflects poorly," she said. "Very 
poorly." 

Despite Alberta's narrow 
pass of D-, it deserves criticism 
along with the failing British Co- 
lumbia, according to the coali- 
tion's report, because neither prov- 
ince seems willing to implement 
legislation to improve its score. 
Kate Smallwood, of the coalition's 
B.C. chapter, is upset the prov- 
ince's government will not do 
more to protect endangered spe- 
cies. British Columbia does not 
have legislation covering any of 
the 14 categories on the report 
card."B.C. has more living things 
than any where else in Canada, and 
is doing the least to protect them," 
said Smallwood, noting that over 
70 per cent of all bird and mam- 
mal species in Canada reside in 
the prov ince. "B .C. 's performance 
is appalling and indefensible." 

Although the province en- 
acted a Wildlife Act, it only iden- 
tifies four species and one area as 
endangered. A provincial code 
regulating forestry practices con- 
tains measures to protect endan- 
gered species, but those measures 
have not been implemented, said 
Smallwood. 

"What'shappened with the 
slashings [to the provincial budget] 
is that there are less fish and wild- 
life people," said Smallwood. "The 
B.C. government has a commit- 
ment to British Columbians and 
Canadians in general to protect 
endangered species, and they're 
not doing it." 



But Nancy Bircher, director 
of B.C. 's Wildlife Branch, defends 
the work her government and others 
are doing to protect wildlife in 
Canada. 

From what I've observed, I'm 
quite proud of how the 10 provinces 
have worked together on endangered 
species," she said. "We're working 
hard on this, it's a priority for our 
ministry." She adds that in addition 
to the Forest Practices Code, protec- 
tive measures for endangered species 
exist under the new provincial Fish 
Protection Act.. 

In Newfoundland, environ- 
mentalists echo the concerns of their 
B.C. counterparts. There is, however, 
more optimism for future action. 

I'm hoping [the report card] is 
going to give a wakeup call to our 
government," said Jessica Webb of 
the Protected Areas Association in 
Newfoundland. "The government has 
committed to a system of protected 
areas by the year 2000... but only 1 .9 
per cent is protected." 

Last Friday, the Newfound- 
land government announced the crea- 
tion of the Burnt Island Ecological 
Reserve. While the association views 
this as a positive development, they 
remain critical of the government's 
overall commitment. They are also 
calling for the creation of the Little 
Grand Lake Ecological Reserve to 
protect 250 of Newfoundland's 300 
endangered pine marten. 

The Newfoundland govern- 
ment, however, is critical of the re- 
port for only considering legislation 
in place. Newfoundland ranks as one 
of the top provinces in terms of 
person-years dedicated to endangered 
species," said Anna Buffinga, a pro- 
vincial spokesperson. The province 
is currently developing legislation, 
but the process is in its early stages, 
she says. 

The Endangered Species Coa- 
lition is an umbrella group with the 
support of more than 100 environ- 
mental, labor, business, religious, 
farming and legal groups. 



Irving refuses to pay clean-up bill

HALIFAX (CUP) - Irving gas 
stations across the Maritimes were pick- 
eted last weekend over the company's 
refusal to pay for the clean up of one of 
its oil barges which sunk over 25 years 
ago. 

The protesters were demanding 
that the multi-billion dollar corporation 
pay the full cost of the recovery of the 
Irving Whale oil barge that sank off the 
coast of Prince Edward Island in 1970. 

The barge, which contained 4,200 
tonnes of Bunker Cheating oil and 8,000 
kilograms of PCBs was en route to 
Bathurst, New Brunswick when it sank 
in the Gulf of St. Lawrence. The barge 
was raisedby the Coast Guard in 1 996 at 
a cost of $42-milIion, which the com- 
pany has since refused to pay. 

The federal government filed a 
statement of claim against Irving for the 
costs of the recovery operation, after out 
of court negotiations failed. 

"Our position is that they are 
liable, it was their responsibility, it was 



their boat," said Michael Turner, 
deputy commissionerof the Coast 
Guard. 

The Irv ing Corporation has 
filed a statement of defence in 
federal court. In a public state- 
ment they claimed the govern- 
ment took an unnecessary risk in 
raising the barge, and should have 
left it where it was. 

The majority of expendi- 
tures and costs incurred by the 
Crown were excessive, unwar- 
ranted and resulted from errors 
and bad judgement on the part of 
government officials," the com- 
pany said in a statement issued 
last week. 

"That isn't relevant," the 
organizer of the weekend's pro- 
tests. Aaron Koleszar, said. "They 
made the mess and it was their 
responsibility to clean it up... the 
government could have handled 
things better, but something 
needed to be done." 

They make a mess and 1 ike 
a little child they're refusing to 



clean it up," Shannon Lynch, a pro- 
tester picketing at an Irving gas sta- 
tion in Halifax,said. "It's just an ex- 
ample of how little they care about 
people or the environment." 

Protests also took place last 
weekend in Sydney, Nova Scotia, 
Charlottetown, P.E.I, and other cit- 
ies, where turnouts ranged from nine 
to 18 people. 

Koleszar says this month pro- 
tests against Irving will spread across 
the Atlantic provinces, with protests 
planned in Newfoundland and New 
Brunswick. 

The government says it will 
take a few weeks to examine the 
Irv ing statement of defence, and then 
both parties will move into a discov- 
ery phase, where relevant documents 
will be examined by both sides. 

"At some point in the future it 
will go to court but we are going to be 
very clear that we are prepared to talk 
to them at any time and work towards 
an out-of-court settlement." Turner 
said. 



Smaller Ontario schools 

lose out in funding 

scramble

TORONTO (CUP) A striking dis- 
parity has emerged from the Ontario 
govemment'spush to have individual 
institutions raise their own money for 
student aid. 

In the spring of 1 996, the pro- 
vincial government introduced the 
Ontario Student Opportunity Trust 
Fund, a one-year fundraising initia- 
tive to encourage individuals and cor- 
porations to donate money earmarked 
for student aid to individual colleges 
and universities. The government 
promised to match the private dona- 
tions. 

Now the final numbers are in, 
and critics of the program are con- 
cerned about the huge disparity be- 
tween the amounts that different 
post-secondary institutions were able 
to raise. 

The big winner was the coun- 
try' s largest university, the Univer- 
sity of Toronto. It raised $86-million 
in donations. With the matching funds 
from the province and the money that 
U of T itself is adding to the pot — it 
is the only Ontario university also 
matching private donations dollar for 
dollar - the school now has an en- 
dowment fund of $250-million for 
student aid. 

But Ryerson Polytechnic Uni- 
versity, just a few blocks away from 
U of T, secured less than $3 million in 
donations, giving it an endowment 
fund of only $6 million. 

We were certainly at a disad- 
vantage," Bruce Hurley, senior de- 
velopment officer at Ryerson Uni- 
versity, said, pointing to the lack of 
fundraising infrastructure and 
Ryerson's short six year history as an 
accredited university. 

But Adel Sedra, U of T's 
vice-president and provost, says news 
of less successful fundraising drives 
should not detract from his universi- 
ty's sense of a job well done. 
Ryerson's situation is highly regret- 
table. At the same tjme, I am not 
embarrassed about the amount of 
money we raised for our students. 
The cause is a very good one." 

Many other smaller universi- 
ties in Ontario were able to obtain a 
mere fraction of what U of T did in 
donations. Lakehead University 
raised just over $3 million and 
Nipissing University attracted just 
over $1.5 million. 

And although Laurentian Uni- 
versity raised a significant amount in 
relation to its student base - the $6 
million raised ranks fifth in the prov- 
ince on a per capita basis — university 



spokesperson Janet Sailian say she 
has problems with the trust fund ini- 
tiative. 

We would never have been 
able to do what U of T did," she said, 
alluding to the triple match. "It's sort 
of a self-fulfilling prophesy. If you're 
[older] and wealthier you can triple 
your wealth. 

It was great to get free money 
from the government, but it's the 
inequities that are a problem." 

Wayne Poirier, chair of the 
Ontario component of the Canadian 
Federation of Students, agrees. He 
says these types of initiatives spell 
disaster because they breed inequal- 
ity. 

It's really a nasty cycle that 
northern schools are subjected to," 
he said, pointing out that institutions 
that did poorly now have less incen- 
tives to offer students and may be 
forced to cut programs as a result of 
a drop in enrollment. 

But Brian Wolfe, a spokes- 
person for the Ministry of Education, 
says the trust fund initiative will help 
all schools in the province became 
effective fundraisers. "By creating 
[the fund], it's created an impetus for 
other institutions to get involved in 
fundraising for student aid." 

Ontario's colleges, however, 
face a handicap in the race to raise 
private dollars, with little in the way 
of fundraising infrastructures. 

Ontario colleges have not [pre- 
viously] had the right to raise funds 
from private donors," Leigh Hobson, 
director of development at the Seneca 
College Foundation, said. "In fact, 
we were actively discouraged from 
raising money to support college ini- 
tiatives." 

Seneca was only able to raise 
$190,000 for the trust fund. Other 
colleges fared even worse. George 
Brown Col lege raised a mere $72,000, 
while Centennial College received 
$141,800 

Because of these poor per- 
formances, the government has ex- 
tended its offer to match gifts for one 
more year for colleges. 

Poirier says, however, that 
with the trust fund program, the pro- 
vincial government is shirking its 
funding responsibilities. 

It's a drive for competition 
and really gets the province out of 
funding student aid," he said. "The 
government's goal is to make institu- 
tions into fundraisers and make uni- 
versity administrators into 
fundraisers." 
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Mesoporous Material Marvels and 

Mercier

The most recent acquisition 
by our Laurentian University Chem- 
istry department has been Dr. Louis 
Mercier, who joined the ranks this 
past August. Dr. Mercier earned his 
doctorate from the University of Ot- 
tawa, and is currently a professor of 
organic chemistry. Dr. Mercier's 
research for the past two years has 
dealt with mesoporous molecular 
sieves. 

Dr.Mercier's past 
two years of post-doctoral research 
have taken place at Michigan State 
University under the guidance of Dr. 
T.J. Pinnavaia. Dr. Pinnavaia is 
widely regarded as the leading re- 
searcher in the world concerning 
mesoporous materials. Since work- 
ing at MSU, Dr. Mercier himself has 
gained a reputation as well for being 
a world class leader in the field of 
adsorbent materials. 

Functionalized mesoporous 
molecular sieves are adsorbent mate- 
rials. To grudgingly use a crude 
example, ihey are like sponges, 
though they can be used for other 
applications as well, such as catalysts 
or catalyst supports. Mesoporous 
materials are special from other ad- 



sorbent materials, like amorphous 
silica gel, because they have a high 
surface area (700-1200 m2/g) and 
uniform pore structures (diameters 
in the range of 20- 1 00 angstrom). 

Molecular sieves, such as 
zeolites, have been around since the 
1950's. Mesoporous molecular 
sieves were invented in 1992. The 
innovation on which Dr.Mercier is 
building his reputation, in the chem- 
istry world, is that he has taken the 
mesoporous molecular sieves, added 
to that a chemical functionality (thiol 
groups) which line the inside of thi 
pore and BOOM: you have a much 
improved adsorbent material (3- 
mercaptopropyltrimethoxysilane 
MP-HMS), ten times better than the 
leading adsorbent materials. 

The applications for such a 
material are vast. However, 
Dr.Mercier is particularly concerned 
with environmental reclamation ef- 
forts. Hence, the first adsorbent 
material he invented soaked up heavy 
metal ions such as mercury, lead and 
cadmium. Lab scale tests for the 
purification of mercury contaminated 
water has proved most successful 
and impressive. 



MP-HMS can do what 
every other adsorbent can do, but it 
can do it ten times better. This is of 
particular interest to large multina- 
tional, multi-polluting companies 
such as Ford, Mobil (where 
mesoporous sieves were invented in 
1992), and other petro-chemical 
companies. Given that mercury 
hasn't been in the headlines recently, 
here is an interesting statistic: up to 
1 000 tons of mercury are dumped 
into the environment each year. MP- 
HMS can go a long way in helping to 
clean up this vast waste. Indeed, 
here in Sudbury, Dr.Mercier's inno- 
vation can go a long way in helping 
the environmental reclamation ef- 
forts to restore the past beauty of our 
landscape. 

As a proven successful re- 
searcher and innovator in the field of 
chemistry, Dr.Mercier is a grand ad- 
dition to our Laurentian community. 
His work with mesoporous materi- 
als and other functionality groups 
will continue to grow at Laurentian. 
We are fortunate to have gained his 
expertise and innovative spirit by 
which both ourselves and our envi- 
ronment will benefit. 



Protesters call for legalization of pot at

MONTREAL (CUP) - "All we are 
saying is give weed a chance" was 
the theme of a recent demonstration 
in Montreal supporting the legaliza- 
tion of marijuana. 

The smoke-in at Berri Park, 
held Sept. 27, was organized by B loc 
Pot, a grassroots pol itical party whose 
only platform plank is the 
decriminalization of marijuana. Sup- 
porters of the party say legalizing 



pot will allow the government and 
law enforcement officials to focus on 
more pressing issues. 

"If you legalize pot, the cops 
can spend their time on more impor- 
tant things," a student at the smoke-in 
who was visiting from Amsterdam, 
said. He pointed to the numerous 
police officers patrolling the blocks 
surrounding the park. 

"They should have better 
things to do," he said. 

But Bloc Pot party leader Marc 



St. Maurice says he's not surprised 
by the significant police presence. 
"When we had the demonstration 
last year, there were more cops than 
this," he said, adding that several 
demonstrators were arrested at last 
year's protest. 

People started gathering for 
the smoke-in several hours before it 
was scheduled to begin, playing gui- 
tars and bongos and singing. Flags 
displaying marijuana leaves and slo- 
gans like "La legalization du canna- 
bis" were everywhere.

LU to celebrate Women's 
History Month

Laurentian University will 
be celebrating Women's History 
Month (WHM) on Wednesday, Oc- 
tober 22 in room L239 (between the 
Student Center and the Student 
Awards office). Established in 1992 
by Status of Women Canada, 
WHM's goal is "to write women 
back into Canadian history and to 
develop a better understanding of 
the diverse roles women play in con- 
temporary society." This year's 
theme is "discovering women in sci- 
ence and technology". 

Sponsored by the Women 
Studies Department, the Office of 
the Vice President Academic, the 
Women's Centre and the History 
Society, Wednesday's celebration 
will feature a morning and afternoon 
film, and a panel discussion chaired 
by Helen Joly, Ann Galli and Anne 
Matte. 

Although long excluded 
from the science professions, women 
have, nevertheless, made significant 
contributions to science and tech- 
nology throughout Canada's history. 
Some notable Canadian women from 
the sciences: Harriet Brooks, born in 



1 876, was Canada's first female nu- 
clear physicist; Maude Abbott, born 
in 1 869, became an international au- 
thority on congenital heart ailments; 
Irma LeVasseur broke the gender 
barrier at the Quebec College of Phy- 
sicians and Surgeons in 1903; Elsie 
Gregory MacGill, born in 1927, was 
Canada's first woman to graduate 
with a B .Sc. in electrical engineering 
and is remembered for the produc- 
tion of the Hawker Hurricane, a plane 
made famous in World War H's Bat- 
tle of Britain; Rachel Zimmerman, at 
the age of 1 3, developed a printer for 
Blissymbolics (an international pic- 
tograph language for use on comput- 
ers); Dorothy Jones, in 1994-1995, 
was the first black woman to be Na- 
tional President for the Canadian 
Operational Research Society; this 
year, Nadine Caron became the first 
aboriginal woman to graduate from 
UBC's medical school (she was also 
the top student in hergraduating class) 
and Julie Payette, the only woman 
astronaut on the "Canadian Team", 
continues to conduct research in hu- 
man-computer interfaces. 
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I have to be completely honest 
with you, I'm a bit pissed off with the 
way things are going so far this year. 
You sec, when I first took this job, I was 
excited to be able to be the messenger for 
the students of Laurentian. I mean peo- 
ple would send me letters complaining 
about things that our paper has done 
poorly or something that was a bit inap- 
propriate for that issue or just a letter to 
bitch about the school in general.

This column is based on questions or suggestions received by staff members of the Desmarais library, either 
personally or on the "Compliments/Questions/Suggestions" form that may be filled out near the exit of the Library. 

Question: 

Why are weekly magazines arriving two to three weeks behind? If we lived in the Yukon or the 
Northwest Territories, I could understand these delays. But we live four hours north of Canada's media 
centre (Toronto) and these delays are scandalous. I thought this was the best Library in the city of Sudbury 
but you are doing a great disservice to students.-Stan Sudol. 

Dear Stan: 

Matters are not as bad as you think. It is true that the library has had some problem with its subscription 
to Time Magazine for about three months, but this problem is expected to be resolved shortly. The other popular 
magazine that the library gets are arriving right on schedule. Example: Business week, Maclean's and News 
weekly normally are in the library by the date stamped on their covers; the Economist is usually a week late, but 
that is because it comes from Great Britain. 

The Amiable Librarian would like to assure you that when each title is received, it is processed by library 
staff the same day because the staff recognizes that timeless is important to all users. (Did you know that is the 
reason each day two library staffers, Rick hauta during the week and Judith Buse on weekends, pick up the financial 
post, the Globe and Mail, Northern Life, Le Voyageur and the Sudbury Star on their way in to work. That way 
these papers are immediately available at the Reserve Desk the day they are published). 

Why then might you be having problems? Reason: Some current periodicals are shelved on current 
periodical shelves on the second floor around where some students like to sleep. Others are sent directly to the 
shelves where the superseded issues are placed. To ascertain whether or not a title that interests you goes to current 
issues shelves you must check the on-line catalogue (OPAC) 

Question: 

What's the Lexis-Nexis? My professor keeps telling us to buy a subscription but I am not sure that 
it is worth it-Interested but Frugal 

Dear Frugal: 

Lexis Nexis contains the full text of thousands of newspapers, magazines, and journals, some dating back 
as far as the early 1 970's. Example: New York Times from June 1 980, the economist from 1 975, Maclean's from 
January 1985, the Canadian Historical Review from January 1993 and Harvard Business Review from 1976. All 
of these are available on the Nexis; The Lexis part contains the full text of legal cases from around the world as 
well as umpteen law review articles. The Amiable Librarian would mislead you implying that every periodical 
you want is available through the service. (A complete list of those available is on loan at the reserve desk for a 
day). The point is however, that groups of these periodicals may be searched by key word with the result that there 
is hardly any topic that cannot be picked up through the service. Most who have purchased the service feel they 
are getting their money's worth-especially first year students who may pay $30.00 for a Nexis account ($45.00 for 
the full, Lexis Nexis service) that is valid until they graduate. If you would like to take the Lexis Nexis for a spin 
and avoid the library's normal $10.00 service charge ( which may be applied to the purchase of you own account), 
why not clip this column and bring it in to one of the librarians in the research office.

Cockroaches are nocturnal 
animals that are genetically pro- 
grammed to scum away when ex- 
posed to light. The urban roach is 
well adapted to its environment as it 
pillages the food in your house while 
you're sleeping in the dark. Roaches 
may also be running from humans. 
They have very poor eyesight and 
rely on their sense of vibration to 
detect danger (this one should hit 
home to students who arc too busy 
doing 'school work' to clean their 
place).

Houses aren't as stable as 
you'd like to believe.

BIC responds to this question 
by stating that it is an optical illusion; 
"The wall of plastic that makes up the 
fuel reservoir portion of the main 
body has to be reinforced with a cross 
rib or web to assure that this contain- 
ment vessel will exceed the high pres- 
sure of the fuel. This cross rib gives 
the appearance of 2 separate cham- 
bers. 

IS THERE ANY DIFFERENCE

EN'S RAZORS? 

The shave angle of the two are 
different, meaning the men have a 
greater angle on the blade, what the 
razor industry refers to as "the ag- 
gressive exposure".

Both the numbers and the let- 
ters below signify the composition of 
the plastic used in bottles and other 
containers. The most common plas- 
tics receive the lowest numbers. The 
letters are abbreviations of the domi- 
nant resin from which the container 
is made. #1 =PET- used in plastic pop 
bottles, #2=HDPE- high density, used 
in plastic milk and juice jugs, #3-V- 
viny I, #4=LDPE- low density, #5PP, 
#6-PS, #7=other. 

WHY ARE THERE NO PURPLE 
CHRISTMAS LIGHTS? 

Purple, according to market- 
ing studies, is one of the least favour- 
ite colours among consumers. The 
other contributing factor, for those of 
you out there who do like purple, is a 



matter of physics. Purple has the 
shortest wavelength of light and is 
not easily visible to the human eye.

Jody Williams, ofthe United 
States, has been selected as 1997's 
recipient of the Nobel Peace Prize. 
Williams was one ofthe architects of 
the movement which resulted in the 
international treaty against anti-per- 
sonnel land mines signed last month 
in Ottawa. There is currently an 
estimated 100 million "live" land 
mines situated in 65 countries around 
the world. Asked, on Friday's Na- 
tional, if the award would shame the 
Clinton administration into signing 
the accord, Williams replied that the 
President should not be shamed by 
the Nobel Prize but for abdicating 
"his control of foreign policy to the 
Pentagon." Also considered for the 
Prize was Canada's Minister of Ex- 
ternal Affairs, Lloyd Axworthy, for 
his efforts in the campaign against 
land mines. 

Sexual assault is precisely 
the type of offense that the proposed 
Student Code of Conduct is ill- 
equipped to deal with effectively. 
Knowing that criminal proceedings 
will be lengthy andAvill provide little 
protection for the victim in the in- 
terim, the Code proposes to instill by 
establishing a framework to deal in- 
ternally with such conflicts. How- 
ever, by the time the mandated pro- 
ceedings of the judiciary panel and 
the appeals panel have run their 
course, the alleged victim and perpe- 



trator will have endured months, yes 
months, of discomfort. My critics 
will say, "Ah, but there is the emer- 
gency ban provisions to protect the 
student body from particularly dan- 
gerous offenders." Yes, there is. And 
these extraordinary powers already 
exist in the executive administration 
of the university; in fact, the Code 
itself is being sold by its appeals 
provisions against such arbitrary 
power. But, in truth, there is no 
effective appeal against the emer- 
gency ban provisions, so that the Code 
is in the ambiguous position of pro- 
viding neither a new mechanism to 
deal effectively with allegedly dan- 
gerous "offenders" nor an appeals 
mechanism against such arbitrary 
power. 

Marriott and LU ought to be 
ashamed of themselves. On Thanks- 
giving weekend, while the boys from 
the ivory tower were stuffing them- 
selves with their turkeys, LU stu- 
dents who do not have the resources 
to go home were left to eat chocolate 
bars and potato chips (provided of 
course that they had change!). Yes, 
once again, the Hitching Post and the 
convenience store at the residence 
could not wait for the opportunity to 
lock their doors. Does Marriott men- 
tion this when they sell "meal plans"?

A truck driver offers to give a ride to one of them to a near- 
by diner for a tow. Russell stays behind to try to fix the Jeep, and when he 
does, everything goes right down hill, and fast. His wife never showed up 
at the diner, the truck driver claims to have never seen them again, and there 
a bunch of red-necks who are trying to capture him too. It's kind of like The Vanishing and Deliverance all mixed 
into one. 

This movie starts off right away with its suspense and does not let up until the end. This is one of the best 
thrillers I have seen for a long time. There are no wasted scenes in which the audience becomes bored. Everything 
is nail-biting, and there arc so many twists to the story, every time you think you know what is going to happen, things 
change. Nothing in this movie is beyond belief and it makes you think, it could happen to you.

How many people out there had to read the epic poem Beowulf in 
highschool or university. I bet you thought that whatever teacher it was that 
made you read it was a sick, sadistic person and should be killed. Well, this 
edition of Off The Shelves is dedicated to those of you who agree with me and 
think Beowulf was one of the greatest stories ever created. Well, even if you 
just thought it was an interesting story, you may be interested in my selection 
for this week. 

After I finished re-reading Beowulf for about the hundredth time, my 
grade 12 English teacher gave me a copy of the book Grendel by John 
Gardner. Of course this interested me since Grendel was the name of the 
fierce creature with whom Beowulf fights and destroys. But this book adds 
a little twist to the legend of Beowulf which turns your perception of what 
could have happened right around. 

The story of Grendel covers the tragic life of Grendel, a creature with 
a very dysfunctional family (especially for the times) who through no fault 
of his own becomes tangled up in something he has no control over. He is 
cursed by a dragon, abused by his mother, and finally killed by an adrenaline 
charged, self-centered, murderer for hire. If you can't see the differences yet 
between the two novels you may have been drinking heavily during Beowulf. 

This is a great book that takes a classic story and reverses it so that you feel for the original antagonist and 
think that the person who has been a hero for centuries is, to put it bluntly, an ass-hole! One good thing about the 
novel is that it is not written in old English like Beowulf, so your brain won't be fried after a few pages. I have read 
both stories many times now and still haven't decided who's side I am on. I never thought 1 could think anything 
of Beowulf 'other than that he was a hero, but now I just don't know. 

The author John Gardner (not to be confused with the John Gardner w ho w rites the new James Bond novels) 
is a former English teacher, writes beautifully making the reader forget what they have learned about the original 
story. Gardner died in a motorcycle accident in 1982, twenty-one years after this book was first published. Other 
works by Gardner include The Art of Fiction, Jason and Medeia, The Sunlight Dialogues, and others. I strongly 
recommend this novel. In my opinion it is a classic and I recommend it as much as I possibly can. So if you are sick 
of all those sword wielding, people helping, heroes of old. pick up John Gardner's Grendel, It will give you a whole 
new out look on things. 




STC Opens With A 
Scream

Sudbury Theatre Centre's first production of the season, The Rise And 
Fall of Little Voice> opened with a loud in-your-face holler. It was perfectly 
appropriate, considering the STC is practically hollering at Sudbury to 
awaken from its theatre apathy and take notice of some new and exciting 
changes they've initiated this year. 

Anyone who has read any of my previous reviews of Sudbury Theatre 
Centre productions may remember that, although I hate to criticize any 
person or organization working to foster the arts in Sudbury (brave souls), I 
was certainly annoyed with the lack of professionalism exhibited by STC in 
the past. Awkward direction and forgotten lines, when combined with a 
hefty ticket price sorely shadowed the inspiration and creativity. 

However, this year's season opener was absolutely incredible, and 
bodes well for the coming season. Jim Guedo, the new artistic director who 
replaced Gordon McCall in May, seems to have infused the organization 
with new life and energy. The STC has not only come up with some savvy 
new marketing, and upgraded the facility, but is displaying a new profession- 
alism that makes their performance worth the ticket price. It would be almost 
impossible not to sit up and take notice of the new life with which the theatre 
is bursting. Perhaps even more importantly, especially to students, is the 
new emphasis STC is placing on accessibility. They have introduced a new 
pay- what-you-can Sunday matinee for those who normally would not be able 
to afford a $20 evening. 

Aside from the structural and institutional changes taking place, The 
Rise and Fall of Little Voice itself is quite exciting. Fantastically entertain- 
ing, it combines bawdy, licentious, low grade humor with the gentle, the 
beautiful and the sublime. The story centers around Little Voice (L.V.), a 
small whisper of a girl who lives with her loud, crass alcoholic mother. L. V. 
herself seems to find speech infinitely difficult and is painfully shy, but 
possesses the strange, wonderful talent of being able to sing in the voices of 
starts such as Judy Garland, Edith Piaf and Billie Holiday. Her mother and 
her mother's boyfriend seek to manipulate Little Voice, violating her and her 
fragility by making her perform at a club where they "take fresh talent and 
lay it at your mercy." At this point, all the garish humor of the play is turned 
into disgust, but the sad beauty of L. V. and her world also turn to hope as the 
pure and the true look to find their own voice. 

The performance incited such a wide range of emotions in me that I'm 
not quite sure where to begin recommending it. The set consisted of layer 
upon layer of perfectly detailed kitsch. From the orange macram6 plant 
holder to the shiny black jaguar statuette and the velvet palm tree painting, 
the set was a masterpiece of detailed tackiness. 

The acting and directing were also quite flawless. Maralyn Ryan was 
perfect as Mari Hoff, L.V.'s mother. She projected an incredible energy and 
the fire of her character and life spread through the audience and quite 
literally through the play. Her comic timing provoked both disgust and a sort 
of strange awe. Colleen Tillotson was also perfect as the misty, ephemeral 
L.V. She was fragility personified, and the voices that sprung from her made 
me shiver. When she sang the lines from "Please don't talk about me when 
I'm gone" or "Somewhere over the Rainbow," I felt as though I was in the 
room with Billie Holiday or Judy Garland. It was definitely awe-inspiring, 
and perhaps a little creepy too. 

So, without any reservations, and with a loud scream perhaps, I can 
recommend attending the Sudbury Theatre Centre. The Rise and Fall of 
Little Voice on\y runs until October 9, but the next production Wingfield's 
Folly >, runs until October 1 4 to 26.

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Death of a Rising Star

The rumors are flying about exactly what hap- 
pened, but it is thought that he was taking too many 
pain killers and probably steroids for his injuries.

Pillman's heart finally gave up. It is sad because he 
finally got to the level in professional wrestling that 
he wanted to be at, and it was ended so abruptly. Brian 
leaves behind a wife and five children as a legacy to 
his life.

Howe's he do it?

On October 3rd a hockey leg- 
end made history for the umpteenth 
time. Hall of Famer Gordie Howe 
skated the first shift with the Detroit 
Vipers in their International Hockey 
League opener, becoming the only 
professional in his sport to compete in 
six decades. 

As Howe skated out of the 
inflatable snake head and joined the 
team for the national anthem there 
was no question that these were the 
1990's. The colors in Howe's jersey 
were red, aqua, gold and eggplant. He 
was presented with a bronze bust of 
his likeness and the ceremonial first 
puck was dropped by Howe's wife, 
Colleen. 

Howe still looking fit and trim 
at 6-feet, 206 pounds never actually 
touched the puck during his 47 sec- 
onds of action. Although a shot by 
teammate Brad Shaw hit him on the 
leg and deflected toward Kansas City 
Blades goal tender Jon Casey, who 
incidentally made the save. 

On another occasion, Howe 
bumped into Kansas City forward Ian 
Fraser. Howe said, "I was just think- 
ing, Don't make a mistake." 

After his historic shift Howe 
spent the rest of the first period and all 



of the second seated in the middle of 
the Viper's bench. During a break in 
action a video message of congratu- 
lations from Wayne Gretzky played 
on the scoreboard. Taped tributes 
from several Detroit Pistons were 
also shown on the giant video screen.' 

The last time the Howe wore 
a minor league sweater was in the 
spring of 1 946. That year he began 
a 25 year career with the Detroit Red 
Wings. After a brief retirement, he 
joined the Houston Aeros of the 
now-defunct World Hockey Asso- 
ciation, playing with sons Marty and 
Mark. He finished his illustrious 
career back in 1980, after the league 
absorbed the Hartford Whalers. 

Howe finished his NHL ca- 
reer in 1980 when he was 52. He 
played in all 80 games for Hartford 
that season, finishing with 15 goals 
and 26 assists. Throughout his ca- 
reer Howe scored 801 goals and had 
1 ,049 assists in 1 , 767 NHL regular 
season games. He won the NHL's 
most valuable playeraward five times 
in an eight year span and led the Red 
Wings to four Stanley Cups. 

In the end there is now doubt 
that this is one record that Wayne 
Gretzky won't be able to take from 
Howe.

On Sunday, October 1 2, two members of the Laurentian University Karate 
Club traveled to Toronto to compete in the first Karate Ontario Grand Prix 
Tournament for the 1997-98 season.. Karate Ontario is the governing body 
for Karate in Ontario and six Grand Prix Tournaments are used to determine 
who will be on the provincial team. 

These tournaments arc divided in two categories - Kata (forms) and Kumite 
(sparring). In Kata, competitors display a prearranged series of movements 
that arc marked by five officials. The competitor who earns the highest 
combined score is declared the winner - it's a lot like gymnastics or figure 
skating. In Kumite, competitors face each other in combat and points are 
awarded when a fighter executes a controlled attack or counterattack that 
would have maimed or crippled their opponent. The first fighter toearn three 
points or the leader after three minutes of fighting is declared the winner. 

In the Men's Intermediate (grccn-blue-brown belt) Kata division, Charles 
Fink outclassed a large number of opponents to earn a gold medal - his 
second in as many tournaments. In the Intermediate Kumite division, 
Charles lost a tight match (2.0 - 2.5) to the eventual champion. 

Laurcntian's presence was also felt in the Black Belt Divisions as Craig 
Vokcy competed in both Kata and Kumite. Vokey Sensei is preparing to 
represent Canada and Laurentian at the Second Gojukai World Karate 
Championships in Brazil (his November.

Other L.U notables were Will Fitzgerald (L.U Nordic) 12th in 34:21 and Ken Sydney (Nordic Ski Coach) 
who beat Ben Stevenson to the finish line by one second. The Cross Country team will be travelling to London, this 
Friday for the Western Open to compete against the rest of Ontario. This will be the last race before the OUA 
Championships on Saturday October 25th in Windsor. Laurentian hopes to show the OUA that Laurentian is a Top 
Ten Team.
